ALBERTA HAS NO HORSES 


(AT LEAST, NOT REAL CAVALRY HORSES) 


FOR MILITARY PURPOSES 


PROVINCE ONCE NOTED 
FOR HORSES HAS SHORT- 
AGE. NOW—SAME ‘OVER 
ALL CANADA—MILITARY 
MOBILIZATION WOULD 
SHOW. SHORTAGE .OF 


THIRTY-THREE  -THOUS- 
AND HORSES. 


Suppose that war involving Canada 
should be declared tomorrow, could 
Alberta furnish the full mobilization 
strength of horses, of the proper 
breed, for their mounted regiments ? 
In other words, is there a serious 
shortage of horses, and lack of ‘the 
proper breed of horses for military 
purposes, in Alberta? 

That is the question that has been 
engaging the attention of every cay- 
alry officer in the province during 
the past week or two. There is noth- 
ing sensational in ‘the above fact. ‘he 
officers are merely acting in accord- 
ance with a secret order issued just 
recently from the Militia department 
at Ottawa, to every officer in Canada, 
requiring them to make investigation 
as to the number of horses available 
for military purposes in Canada. 

This is a question which affects Al- 
berta particularly, Alberta is a pro- 
vince noted for its fine horses, and 
is one province which is looked ‘to. 
for supplies of military horses. 

There is Shortage. 

But as a result) of investigations 
made by Edmonton and Calgary 
that. there has been discovered to be 
a shortage of the required number 
of horses for mobilization strength, 
and that there is a serious lack of 
the proper breed of horses for mili- 
tary purposes. 

The object of the secret order 
issued from Ottawa, is merely to 
ascertain in just what position Can- 
ada would be to furnish the full mob- 
olization strength of horses for cav- 
alry regiments. General Sir- John 
French, who recently inspected and 
reported upon the Canadian forces, 
commented in his report upon the 
fact of the shortage of horses for 
military purposes, and the lack of the 
proper breed. 

The result of investigation in Al- 
berta has been, according to what 
information the Capital can gain in| 
local military circles, that there is 
a shortage of horses, and that futh- 
ermore, the proper breed ‘of horse 
required for real cavalry work, is al- 
most impossible to obtain in the. 
province. In other words, Alberta, 
as a horse province, is no longer in 
a position to furnish the full required 
number of horses for its mounted 
regiments, and no longer produces 
a horse that will fill the requirements 
of a cavalry horse. 

No Real Cavalry Horses. 

Of course, there are no real cava- 
ly regiments in Alberta, or in Canada, 
in the true sense of the word. All 
equipped for mounted infantry and 
light horse work entirely, and there 
is no regiment in Canada today that 
is equippec properly for heavy cav- 
alry work. So shat Alberta could 
furnish plenty of horses for mounted 
infantry or transport work, but theret 
are practically no horses procurable | 
for real cavalry work. : 

The full mobolization strength for 
Alberta is about 1125 horses. ‘There 
are 15 squadrons of mounted rifles in 
the province, each with a moboliza- 
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tion strength of 75. Investigaion has 
showed that there are not enough 
horses of the proper style actually it’ 
command in the province to fill this 
number, were mobolization to be 
ordered tomorrow or within a week 
or: two, or even a month. 

A good cavalry horse should stand 
15 hands, and weight on an average 
of. 1000 Ibs. The horses which Al- 
berta’s mounted vifles take to camp 
every year are good for light mount- 
ed work, or transport work, but are 
not the type of horse for cavalry 
work, x 

It is estimated thet Canada has a 
shortage of mobolization strength cf 
at least 33,000 horses, and that Great 
tritain has a shortage of about 
2000,000 horses. 

“Alberta does not raise a type of | 
horses that would be suitable for cay- 
alry remounts,” said a military man 
in Edmonton to the Capital yester- 
day. “It would be impossible to se- 
cure remounts for any pant of the 
artillery or cavalry service in Albersat 
at the present time.” ‘ 


5 COMPANIES 
FOR OIL FIELD

Over $20,000 has been paid in rentals 
on claims.

RADIUM IS WORTH $260,000 


Sir William Ramsay Entertains Party 
In Limehouse. — 


London.—William Ramsay received 
a party at the radium works establish- 
ed in Limehouse by a subsidiary 
company of the St. Ives Consolidated 
Mines (Limited) recently and an- 
nounced to them that for the first time 
radium had been produced in Great 
Britain from British ore Up to now 
550 miligrammes of pure radium have 
been produced, and the process ad- 
opted is so rapid that radium which is 
extracted in two months at Lime- 
house could only be extracted in a 
year by the latest method in use on 
the Continent. The visitors saw 
2,600 miligrammes of 10 per cent radi- 
um, the present market price of which 
is about. £20 a miligramme. - It is 
stored in a specially constructed safe 
lined with lead and asbestos, and re- 
markable precautions are taken to in- 
sure its safety. 


HAGENBACK’S GREATEST 
ZOO TO COST $200,000 

Rome.—One of the most natural 
and prettiest zoological gardens in the 
world is being rapidly completed in 
Rome from the designs of Herr Carl 
HMagenback of. Hamburg. — Aleardy 
some 1,400 wild beasts and reptiles 
have taken up their ‘abode in the 
grounds. 

By means of ditches, steep rocks 
and other cunningly concealed devices, 
cages and iron bars have been dis- 
pensed with, thus enabling the public 
to gaze at wild beasts with nothing 
whatever obstructing the view. Lions, 
tigers, panthers, bears and hyenas are 
a few of the creatures. now’ seen in 
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jcaves and dens and appearing to be 
at liberty. . 

The zoo is situated in that part of 
Rome known as the Borghese Villa, a 
pretty wooded park just outside the 
old city walls to the north of he town. 
It comprises twenty-eight acres and is 
so designed that fine panoramic views 
of wild life are obtained from the ter- 
races of the restaurant. 

Below is the lake for waterfowl, and 
o tthe extreme left the enclosure for 


bears, without cages or bars. Then 
the skyline is pierced by hills, on 
which ibex, sheep and ‘goats climb. 


There is also a series of remarkable 
dens for the big cats,.a cave for lions, 
another for tigers, a third for panthers 
and leopards, and a fourth-for hyenas 

Gulls, seals and sea.lions find a na- 
tural home in a pond, while behind 
them polar bears spend their time 
climbing over the imitation ice rocks 
of their den. 

The elephant house is built in the 
old Roman style, and adorned with 
carvings of animals.. The reptiles are 
in cages lighted from behind, the spec- 
tator being in semi-darkness. 

The zoo is expected to be opened 
on January 1 next. So far over $200,- 
000 has been spent o nit.. The value 
of the animals in the grounds is $50,- 
000.

NEW YORK IS 
WOEFULLY BEHIND 


In Care of Sick Children, Says ex- 
Lord Mayor of London 


New York—-Sir Wiliam Treloar, 


IT Was a Rough One, for Lew 
Fields, But He Got there —Coming 
From East Side, Where He Did 
Street Flip-Flops, Mr. iields Has 
Become a Leading Theatrical Pro- 
ducer of the Unitet States 


Lew Fields, was in the Broadway 
Theatre, New York, supervising: the fi- 
nal rehearsals of “The Midnight Sons.’ 
It was tobe the biggest, the most 
spectacular thing that ever had deen 
offered in a‘Broadway theatre. ‘Three 
hundred supernumaries were to be 
used in one scene—the theatre scene. 
At least one thousand persons were 
waiting outside the stage door in the 
hope of securing one of those three 
hundred coveted places in the “super” 
ranks. Finishing the regular rehear- 
sal Fields called in the mob. 

Out of the mob there emerged a 
man, not an old man, but beyond the 
middle age of life. He held out his 
hand to Lew Fields. 

“You don’t remember me, do you, 
Lew?” 

“No, I don’t believe I do.” 

“Remember when you and Joe We- 
ber used to do a turn between the acts 
at the old National Theatre?” 

“T do.” 

“T was the leading man in the stock 
company.” 

“T remember you now,” Lew Fields 
said. “Do’ you know what I used to 
think about you? I used to think you 
were the greatest actor in ‘the world. 
You were.a good actor.” 

“That’s what they all said.” 

“What are you doing now?” 

“Looking for a job. I thought IJ 
might get a place among the super- 
numeraries during this New York 
run.” 

There was an odd picture. The one- 
time leading man, the good actor, 
splendid fellow, good-looking fellow, 
prosperous:and liked, was down and 
out. Lew Fields; who had shared a 
weekly salary of $10 with his partner, 
Joe Weber, in.the old National Theat- 
re, was on the.top crest of popularity 
and fame, producing the greatest thing 
that ever had been attempted in a 
Broadway. theatre. ‘The. down-and-out 
actor got a job, not with the “supers,” 
either. Fields gave him a small part 
that commands & more substantial sal- 
ary and the man who had gone to the 
Broadway theatre 10 seek the lowest 
possible stage position which pays fif- 
ty cents a performance, has been do- 
ing well and living well ever -since. 

That old stock theatre was a fine 
school for Lew Fields| He received 
tor his work there a pittance that 
hardly paid for his clothes, but he was 
getting experience that was destined 
to make his success in after years. 
Tle was seeing a fairly good dramatic 
company rehearse a new play every 
week and he was Jearning the tech- 
nique of dramatic art. The pay was 
small, but the eyes and the ears of 
bey Fields were seeing and hearing a 
ot. 

Fields Came From: the East Side 

Lew Fields had very little education: 
He graduated from a ward ‘ school 
down on New York’s East Side whea 
he was about twelve year old and he 
and lis former partiger, Joc Weber, | 
who had been turning flipflops in the 
street and Jearning to dance and to 
sing, formed a partnership which the} 
Gerry Society might have dissolved 
had it then been on the job. 

From cheap variety theatres Weber 
and Vields graduated into the higher 
burlesque houses where they organ- 
ized their own company and were em- 
inently successful for many years. 

One day it occurred to Lew Fields 
that Broadway, temperamental, scruti- 
nizing hard to please Broadway, would 
like burlesque if it were put on right, 
so they leased the little theatre now 
knowr as Weber’s music hall, and ‘n- 
troduced burlesque de Iuxe ito the 
Broadway following. ‘That was where 
Weber and Fields wheeled into the 
main line of the road to fame and for- 
tune and the partnership which lasted 
many years, was a conspicuous suc- 
cess. 


Good-Bye to Burlesque 

But it was after Weber and Fields 
separated, Fields going his way and 
Weber likewise, that Lew — Fields 
reached ‘the real and right turning 
point in his career.

He is 51 years old, of me- 
ditm height, plump and red-cheeked, 
soft-voiced and mild-mannered, and 
wears gold rimmed spectacles—except 
at the photographer's. You wonder, 
of course how he did so much. 

“T lived on a farm’ and in the lit- 
tle town of Independence, near Kan- 
sas City,” he answers. “Left school at 
16 and ran cattle for four years. Then 
shipped walnut logs cast until my folks 
moved. to Kansas City, Kas., in ’85-- 
when I was 26 years old.” 

He glories:in doing things with dis- 
patch. There! He looks up in tri- 
umph: he reached 26 in three sen- 
tences, 


Death Gave Him His Chance 


“T had been here only a few months 
when Henry Donnelly, a policeman, 
shot and killed another officer named 
Tom McDonald. I'd rather not dis- 
cuss that matter, so iiuch of the in- 
formation about it is mere gossip. 
The feud had politics and personal 
grudges and maybe graver matters in 
it. I just mention this because it was 
the reason why I-became a policeman. 
I was appointed probationary patroi- 
men to fill temporarily the job ‘that 
death left vacant. My chief qualili- 
cations was that I furnished a good 
compromise between two factions. , 

“LT never thought of becoming a 
policeman. 1 took the job for two 
weeks more to please my friends than 
anything else. But when my_ super- 
iors seemed to like me, and I found 
that I didn’t dislike the work, I was 
regularly appointed a patrolman and 
assigned ‘to walk the wettest block.” 

This block gets its name from the 
number of saloons jn it. Until Jana- 
ary of this year that number was twen_ 
ty-three out of a possible twenty-four 
chances, the exception shining in bril- 
liant contrast to its neighbors by be- 
ing a dry goods store. ‘This block, 
known as ‘the wettest in the world, is 
on Ninth street at the State Line be- 
tween Kansas and Missouri and in the 


very centre of the packing house dis-!

trict. Tor reasons that it is scarcely 
necessary to state, it gained a repu- 
tation for itself that Kansas City did 
not boast of or treasure. Last win- 
ter the police commissioner decided to 
submit the district to the humiliation 
of becoming merely a “wet” block, 
which was accomplished by taking 
away ten saloon licenses. This, how- 
ever, is recent history. In the days 
when his honor the mayor was Jim 
the State Line Cop, neither the sa- 
loons nor the gambling houses were 
disturbed. They were both numercus 
and. thriving. A 

The new policeman didn’t need to 
be told thatthe had plenty of work 
ahead; and he lost no time getting his 
bearings and finding out who every- 
body was. About all he was allowed 
to do at first was to keep the district 
in peace. The first step toward that 
goal was to get acquainted. 

“Being a policeman is a business, 
that’s all,” the mayor declares. - ‘I 
knew something about managing men, 
and I quickly learned more. Jn the 
eighteen months that I walked that 
beat only one trick got by me—a safe 
blower got away. 1 believe one great 
secret of my success there was that I 
never allowed a stranger ‘to loaf on 
the beat unless I felt certain that he 
was not a crook. 3 

“It’s easier to prevent trouble than 
to cure it. [ can’t recall now ‘that in 
the sixteen years I was on the force 
1 ever had to swing my club down but 
once. If a policeman uses his head 
he doesn’t need to use a stick. I 
mean he must never lose his tem- 
per.” - 

Though James Porter in his police- 
man days never dreamed that he might 
be made mayor some time, he looked 
ahead somewhat in the beginning. 
On his first beat with him was an- 
other recruit nanted Jolin W. Gilley. 


“What do you think about this joo, ! 


Gilley?” Porter asked. “Ts it. worth 
keeping.” 

Gilley said he didn’t know. 

He Tried for Promotion and Got It 

“Well, I tell you what I think,” Por- 
ter said decisively. “I’m going to try 
for promotion—promotion or quit.” 

Gilley said he would too, then, and 
the recruits shook hands. Lighitcen 
months later both were promoted. Gil- 
ley became a detective; Porter a pol- 
ice sergeant. 

Twenty-two month after this Porter 
was promoted again. This was, just 
after that single occasion where he 
“had to swing his club.” The tactics 
of politicians have changed a good

deal in twenty years; and it might not 
be easy for some readers to realize 
that the word “mob” is not a degree 
too strong a word to use to describe 
a gang of “ward heclers” who decid- 
ed ‘to come over from Missouri into 
Sergeant. Porter’s ward. in Kansas 
City, Kas., to vote in a primary elec- 
tion one afternoon in March of 1889. 
He was notified by telephone that they 
were on the way. He had only two 
men to help him to resist a mob of 
thirty-five. 

He mustered his friend Gilley and a 
patrolman and stood in the middle of 
the street as the mob approached the 
voting place. The leader ran forward 
and seized Porter’s coat lapel. Then 
it was that the sergeam had to swing 
the club. No—not on the leader's 
head, but on the knuckles! 

Just an even dozen words, well spac- 
ed and distinct, were all that Sergeant 
Porter had to say, but they proved a 
most effective declaration: 

“You—fellows—go—home—before— 


j We—haye—to—shoot—you—hurry!” 


He arrested two Missouri aldermen 
as) leaders. The other thirty-three 
members of ‘the mob returned on a 
run, Some of them had bruised heads, 
for the other two policemen had used 
their clubs to emphasize the sergeants 
speech. But it was the speech that 
sturted the paic. 

A Promotion and a Murder 

So Sergeant James Porter became 
Captain Porter, and held that place 
until he was appointed commissioner 
of streets in 1901. At the next election 
he was defeated for office and content- 
edly entered the coal and lime busi- 
ness. When he appeared on the bal- 
lots again he was a candidate for sher- 
iff. This time he won, His popular- 
ity after his incumbency won him the 
nomination and election as mayor this 
spring. The planks in his platform 
were promises to give the city a busi- 
ness administration and a particularly 
good police force. 

“Un not ashamed of having been a 
policeman,” he says. “Well, hardly! 
No one’s too good for that job or too 
well educated. And there’s as much 
chance for promotion for an ambiti- 
ous man on the force as anywhere 
else.” 

Lut what became of Gilley? 
trying for promotion, too. 
| The face of his honor, the mayor, 
becomes grave and full of sympathy as 
you ask that, and he slowly answers: 

“Fle was murdered in a justice court 
room by a safe-blowert—le scoundre! 
cut his throat.”

Young. Woman Comes Seven 
Thousand Miles to Edmonton 
Maried in Hospital ‘Here 


OFERATION FAILS TO SAVE
